grounds. 
All iFederal highways hav­ 
ing a general east and west direction 
are given even numbers, such as 
66 
and 36. 
North and south roads 
are 
designated by uneven numbers, such 
as 63 
and 
66. 
Federal 
highways 
numbered in multiple of 10, such as 
40, 50 and 60 
are 
transcontinental 
routes and extended from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Oceans. 
U. S. 
routes 
bearing a number ending with 
one 
such as 61 and 71, extends from Can­ 
ada to the Gulf. 
More than 4000 miles of the origi­ 
nal Missouri highway system are now 
incorporated into the federal system

CHICKENS RAISED WITHOUT 
HOUSES IN WARM CLIMATE8 


A novel method of raising chickens 
in the open in southern Arisona has 
been the object of study by the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Many flocks 
are 
literally 
without 
roofs over their heads, but because 
of the mild, dry climate the birds do 
not seem to mind. In fact, an exper­ 
iment in which this houseless method 
and 
the usual 
method of raising 
chickens are compared shows 
that 
the average egg production and av­ 
erage feed cost are practically identi­ 
cal. The houseless method, however, 
is considered by Dr. M. A. Jull, in 
charge of the department's 
poultry 


oftce, to be practical only in regions 
like southern 
Arisona, 
where 
the 
rainfall is light and there is no ex­ 
tremely cold weather. 
A flock of White Leghorn pullets 
was divided into two groups of 150 
each when the experiment was begun 
in the spring of 1928 under the su­ 
pervision of Burt Heywang at 
the 
United States 
Poultry 
Experiment 
Station, 
Glendale, Ariz. 
One group 
was given access 
to 
roosts which 
were entirely 
unprotected, although 
the trap nests, 
feed 
hoppers, 
and 
water containers were under artifi­ 
cial shade. 
The equipment for 
the 
other group was placed in a poultry 
house of the type recommended foi 
this region. 
Both groups were 
fed 


the same rations. Trap nests 
were 
used to get an accurate check on the 
egg production of both 
flocks. 
The 
lowest temperature for 
this region 
was 27 degrees F. and the highest 118 
degrees F. during the 14 months 
o. 
the experiment. 
The total rainfall 
during that time was 9.43 inches. 
The average egg production of the 
two groups showed that the houseless 
group produced 191 eggs per hen and 
the housed group 194 eggs per hen. 
The egg production during August. 
September and October was greatei 
for the houseless group, but the pro­ 
duction of winter egs was higher for 
the birds provided with a house. Only 
a few of the housed 
pullets 
molted 
during the winter but steadily 
in- 


creased their production until 
May, 
while those in the houseless 
group 
started to molt in October with 
a 
consequent lower production of win­ 
ter eggs. 
There was 
no significant 
difference in egg weights, but the in­ 
cubation records showed 
a 
greater 
per cent of chicks hatched from 
the 
housed group. 
The houseless group 
had a lower 
mortality, 20.7 per cent, 
while

W. H. Mattoon, of the Forest Serv­ 
ice, United States Department 
of 
Agriculture, estimates that the tree- 
on one-half of the total forest area 
of the United States made subnor­ 
mal growth this 
year

of 
drought conditions. 
Also millions of 
small tree saplings have died 
from 
the parching drought. 
This year’s growth ring of 
new 
wood failing to reach full size, 
the 
value of the timber increment of the 
United States for the year falls short 
by many thousands of dollars. But if 
this happens only at rare intervals in 
the lifetime of the country’s crop of 
timber trees, no one need expect 
a 
pinch Just now, according to Mr. M at­ 
toon. 
However, at the present rate 
of depletion of our forests, thought 
to be about four times as rapid

the rate of growth of merchantable 
quality timber, the loss of part of 
year's growth and the probable slow 
recovery of many trees adds a seri 
ous side to the story.

USE OF LIME ON 
INCREASE IN STATE 


Favorable results from the use of 
lime in the growing of high type sod 
legumes has had a marked effect on 
the increased 
use 
of 
agricultural 
limestone 
in 
Missouri says W. 
S. 
Shotwell of the Missouri College 
of 
Agsiculture. 
There were only 32,568 
tons of ground limestone used in Mis­ 
souri in 1923 as compared to 236,895 
tons for 1929. 
While this indicates 
that a considerable acreage of Mis­ 
souri soils has been limed in the past 
seven years, it is only a small part of 
the 
total 
cultivated 
acreage 
that 
would respond 
to 
lime 
anti enable 
fanners to make more 
profit 
from 
land. 
Approximately one-half of the cul­ 
tivated land in the State is 
so acid 
that liming is necessary before red 
clover will grow successfully. With 
the high lime requirement for sweet 
clover and alfalfa, at lea-t two-thirds 
of the cultivated land must be limed 
for the growing of these crops. The 
many clover and alfalfa failures 
in 
recent years, com pared with success­ 
ful crops on similar soil which 
ha* 
been limed, emphasizes not only the 
need but the necessity of 
lime 
on 
many soils if these crops are to be 
grown at all. 
The number of acres of successful 
clover and alfalfa has been increas­ 
ed by the use of limestone. This not 
only means that more legume 
hay 
high in protein can be produced, but 
the feeding value of this hay is high­ 
er than from the same kind of 
hay 
grown on unlimed soil. 
Increasing the acreage upon which 
clover will grow has two distinct ad­ 
vantages in the maintenance of soil 
fertility. 
More land will be seeded t* 
sod forming legumes and less to cul­ 
tivated crops, which will help to keej 
up the nitrogen supply and the or 
ganic m atter in the soil. 
The grow 
j ing of more legume hay enable-, fa r­ 
mers to keep more livestock, and th>- 
returns more plant food to the 
soil 
in the form of barnyard manure. 
The returns from the use of lime­ 
stone in Missouri art* largely deter­ 
mined by applying it 6 to 12 month- 
ahead of the crop which needs limt 
and getting it well mixed with 
the 
st.il. 
using the required amount 
to 
sweeten the soil, using a finely pul 
\trized material such as a 10-mash, 
and applying it before crops which 
will naturally respond to lime such 
as alfalfa, sweet clover, or red clov­ 
er.
